The tinge aerial liner, carrying eigh 
teen passengers and a crew numbering 
forty-one, passed Gihralter at 3 a. in. 
local time ll p. rn., New York daylight 
saving time, last night. 
And by this 
time the ship should have left many 
miles of ocean expan.se behind her in 
ber second trans-Atlantic crossing. 
Latest reports to International News 
Service from Frank E. Nicholson, spec­ 
ial correspondent aboard the dirigible 
indicated that after successfully nego 
tinting the treacherous air currents of 
the Swiss Alps and the Rhone valley, 
the Graf Zeppelin had soared past G i­ 
braltar encountering 
better weather 
after hours of fighting contrary winds, 
and was now far off the Spanish coast, 
heading for the Azores or the Madeira 
Islands. 
Reports that a stowaway had gained 
access to the dirigible just before she 
left hei home base at Friedrichshafen, 
Germany, at 10:29 p. rn., New York 
time, Wednesday, were discounted by 
Nicholson, who in a dispatch to Inter­ 
national News Service described in 
detail a fruitless search made aboard 
the craft for the suspected interloper. 
Approximately 3,000 miles of open 
sea, broken only by the pin-points of 
the mid-Atlantic Azore Islands and 
Madeira, faced the Zeppelin after pass­ 
ing (he fa I famed British fortress of 
Gibraltar. 
It, is impossible to estimate 
the dirigible’s speed, and by the same 
token, her precise position over the 
ocean, as her progress depends largely 
upon the vagaries of the wind. 
While she is capable 
of at least 
seventy miles an hour, adverse winds 
over Switzerland and France reduced 
her speed to forty, and, at times, even 
thirty milf'N an hour, fulfilling the pre­ 
dictions of Dr. Hugo Eekener, the air­ 
ship’s commander, that in all likeli­ 
hood the first part would be the hard­ 
est and most trying portion of the en­ 
tire journey. 
However, if fifty miles an hour were 
taken as an average speed, which must 
be maintained if Dr. Eekener hopes! 
to have his craft safely moored at the 
Lakehurst naval air station by Sunday I 
morning.
